President  Mathews  then  called  on  Larry  Austin  to  give  a CCA 
Legislative  report.  Larry  commented  on  five  tax  bills,  two  Parks 
bills,  a stable  licensing  bill, a land  use  bill,  labor  bill  and  severat 
other  bills  in  the  state  legislature  pertaining  to,  or  of  interest 
to  cattlemen.  Following  his  report  Larry  answered  questions  from  the 
floor . 

Mr.  Doyle  Davidson  representing  the  La Junta  Chamber  of  Commerce 
presented  an  invitation  to  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse  Growers 
Association  to  hold  the  1 91h  annual  meeting  in  LaJunta.

THEREFORE,  inasmuch  as  the  control  of  prednlcry  animals  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  we  urge  the  legislature  to  appropriate

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'WHEREAS,  Colorado  Cattlemen's  Association  has  been  recognised  as  the 


largest  member  contributor  to  American  National  Cattlemen* 
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and,  WHEREAS  CCA  has  been  rewarded  an  extra  seat  on  the  ANCA  Baord  of 
Directors  as  a result  of  this,  WE  the  Bent-Pro wors  Cattle  1 Horse 
Growers  Association  offer  our  congratulations;  FURTHER,  since  AN CA  has 
set  the  precedent,  WE  respectfully  request  that  CCA  award  Bent -Fro vers

3oard  of  Control. 
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WHEREAS,  Southeast  Colorado  lies  against  adjcl..l..e  -U*L 
infection  of  scabies ; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED i The  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse  Growers 
Association  recommends  to  CCA  and  the  Colorado  Agricultural  Commission 
that  all  cattle  originating  in  areas  quarantined  for  scabies  be 
dipped  in  toxophene  or  hot  lime-sulfur  dip  at  the  point  of  origin,  OR, 
cattle  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  state  of  Colorado  ~ t a poru.it  b\ 
the  Colorado  State  Veterinarian,  and  shall  be  dipped  upon  arrival 
at” a dipping  vat  certified  by  the  Colorado  Agricultural  Commission 
and  under  inspection  by  a federally  accredited  Colorado  licansod 
veterinarian.  Control  procedures  to  be  adopted  by  the  Colorado 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  the  Colorado  State  Veterinarian,  to 
Include  procedures  for  disinfection  of  vehicles  hauling  cattle  to  be 

dipped  on  arrival. 

EXCEPTION*  Cattle  consigned  directly  for  slaughter  shall  be  excluded 
and  trucks  hauling  these  cattle  shall  be  disinfected. 
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IV.  WHEREAS,  cattle  theft  is  on  the  increase  involving  crossing  state  lines 
and  WHEREAS  this  adds  to  the  cost  of  beef  production  fcr  the 
produce ; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED i The  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  & Horse  Growers 
Association  recognize  that  federal  legislation  be  past  making  it 
illega.1  to  transport  cattle  across  state  lines  without  the  proper 
identification  and  proper  documents  from  the  State  of  origin. 

FURTHER,  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  CCA,  ANCA, 
Representative  Frank  Evans,  Senators  Peter  Dominick  and  Floyd  Haskell 
and  other  appropriate  parties. 

V.  WHEREAS,  there  is  a need  for  more  knowledge  in  improving  irrigation  and 
water  resources  management;  and  WHEREAS,  there  is  u.  proposal  to  hire 
and  extension  irrigation  engineer. 

THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  Horse  Growers 
Association  support  this  proposal  if  we  can  be  assured  that  all  five 
of  our  counties  will  be  able  to  use  this  technical  service. 

VI .  WHEREAS,  Senator  Proxmire  who  is  a liveral  Democrat,  and  Senator 
Goldwater,  who  is  a conservative  Republican,  both  oppose  UNitcu 
Involvement  in  the  rebuilding  of  North  Vietnam;  and 
WHEREAS,  in  the  past  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  United  States  to 
rebuild  nations  that  hve  fully  surrendered  and  North  Vietnam  did  not 
surrender;  and 

WHEREAS,  Red  CLIu«.  o.nd  Russia  helped  North  Vietnam  in  their  war  effort 
THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  the  3ent-Prowers  Cattle  & Horse  Growers 
Association  opposses  the  spending  of  United  State  monies  rebuilding 
North  Vietnam. 

VII.  WHEREAS,  we  are  concerned  about  the  control  and  eradication  of 
brucellosis  and  the  use  of  Strain  19  vaccine  in  its  control  and 
rocognisc  there  is  an  increased  interstate  movement  of  cattle  and 
other  animals ; and 

WHEREAS,  we  are  convinced  that  continued  use  of  vaccination  for  successfu 
control  of  the  disease  is  necessary;  and 

WHEREAS,  cattlemen  encounter  problems  in  vaccinating  calves  in  the 
proposed  3-6  month  period  and  recognize  the  hazards  to  the  industry 
of  a zero  titer  tolerance  test;  and 

WHEREAS,  we  feel  se  should  discourage  and  penalise  the  practice  of 
overage  vaccination, 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse 
Growers  Association  urge  continued  use  of  vaccination  with  Strain  19 
vaccine  up  to  the  age  of  tenmonths ; and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  vaccinates  under  24  months  of  age  not  be 

tested  and  be  allowed  free  interstate  movement;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  a titer  tolerance  in  tests  be  permitted 

as  at  present. 
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VIII.  WHEREAS,  House  Bill  No.  1148,  which  would  give  the  general  supervision 

to  the  Colorado  Property  Tax  Administrator  over  all  County  Assessors, 
Borads  of  County  Commissioners,  County  Boards  of  Equillzatlon,  and 
other  county  officials  relative  to  the  aseements  and  levying  of  taxes 
with  penalty  for  noncompliance ; 

WHEREAS,  this  would  be  another  step  in  centralising  State  Government, 
Bent-Prowers  Cattle  & Horse  Growers  Association  would  strongly 
oppose  this  bill. 

IX. 


X.  WHEREAS,  the  Farm  Bureau  has  drafted  the  policy  concerning  water 
management  in  which  it  calls  for  basin  by  basin  water  management 
with  elected  administration  and  policies  controlled  by  the  owners  of 
water  rights  in  said  basin;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  seems  feasible  and  equitable,  Eent-Prowers  Cattle  k 
Horse  Growers  Association  would  like  to  give  its  full  support  to 
Farm  Bureau  on  this  policy. 

XI .  THE  BENT-PROWERS  Cattle  and  Horse  Growers  Association  expresses  its 
deep  appreciation  to  Charley  Clark,  The  Bent  County  Democrat;
